14 September 2014 

At about 0035 hours I received a phone call from Lieutenant Tirana informing me of an officer 
involved shooting involving Officer W. Jensen that occurred at Uncle Sam’s Market in the 3300 
block of Cutting Boulevard. I arrived on-scene at about 0120 hours. Several detectives and ■ 
district attorney inspectors were also on-scene. A deceased subject was inside the store. The 
subject was later identified to me as Richard Perez. A store employee played video surveillance 
footage for me in which portions of the incident could be seen in front of the store. 

aft the scene and went to the Richmond Police Department. I attended a briefing at about 0230 
hours where I was assigned as the lead Richmond investigator. DA. Inspector Soler was 
assigned as my partner. Assignments were given by Sergeant Smith and Chief of Inspectors 
Paul Mulligan. Inspector Soler and I were tasked with interviewing Officer Jensen. 

At the briefing Lt. Tirana said Perez called Richmond dispatch via a 911 cal! during the detention. 
I also learned that Perez was arrested for D.U.I. the day before. Lieutenant Whitney and Officer 
Nguyen were involved in the D.U.I. arrest of Perez. I spoke to Lieutenant Whitney during the 
briefing. Lieutenant Whitney said the D.U.I. was uneventful and routine. Please refer to RPD 14- 
13429 for details. 

A criminal history check of Perez showed a conviction for 23152 (A)VC and arrests for disorderly 
conduct and discharging a firearm in a negligent manner. Please refer to the criminal history for 
complete details. 

1 obtained a copy of Perez’s 911 call to RPD dispatch. Dispatcher Norton answered Perez’s call. 
The call went as follows: 

Norton: “Police Services, Dispatcher Norton, can I help you?” 

Perez: “Yeah, a Chinese officer is fucking harassing me. I got his badge number and his name 
from a female uh black African American police officer.” 

Jorton: “Okay, 1 can barely hear you. You want to make a complaint on an officer?” 

Perez: “...(unintelligible) against him because he took my property and I’m gonna (unintelligible)." 
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freer Jensen (I recognized his voice) can then be heard saying: “1K3 3L13 channel 2.” 

Norton: "Okay, are you with a police officer right now sir? Sir, what city are you at?” 

Perez: "I wanna go home.” 

Norton: "Hello? Sir? 

Officer Jensen: “Are you anywhere near Stege and Cutting?” 

Officer Jensen: “What's your last name?” 

Perez: “Perez. I’m being harassed.” 

Officer Jensen: “Sit down!” 

A scuffle can then be heard on the open line. The line then disconnects. 

A call to RPD dispatch from CHP dispatch was included in the recording provided by RPD 
dispatch to me. In that call the CHP dispatcher told the RPD dispatcher that they received a call 
from a ceil phone in which the caller said an officer shot someone 11 times and that the officer 
was “out of pocket.” The caller did not leave a name or an address. The CHP dispatcher said the 
‘.all came from phone number ^ rom the area of S.26 th Street and Maine Avenue.

15 September 2014 

At about 1419 hours Inspector So ler and I interviewed in an office of the Hilltop 

police substatio n. We interviewed H at this location because she was meeting with us during 
her work hours. ^^1 ls employed as a manager at the Hilltop Waimart store which is close to 
the substation. 

The interview was recorded on Inspector Solar’s digital recording device. Please refer to the 
recording for complete details. The following is a summation of the interview: 

I thanked HH^or contacting the police to provide information. I asked to tell me what 
happened^HH told me s he goe s to the store every night on her way home from work because 
it is the only one open late. s he wen t to the store and selected the merchandis e she 

wanted, including an alcoholic beverage, BUI waited at the counter to pay for the items. IflMHi 
said "aguy" (Richard Perez) walked behind her. did not see Perez when he walk ed behind 
her. said she was told by a friend about a store video c lip on KTVU news. said she 
looked at the video footage after she wa s told a bout it. said Perez made a motion at her 
with h is hands as he walked behind her. said Perez want ed som ething behind the counter. 

heard the clerk tell Perez "no" and to get out of the store, m heard P erez te ll the clerk 
he was not going to leave. The clerk told Perez he was go ing to c all the police. told me 
■erez dialed 911 on his phone and showed it to the clei^JBBi took this took mean the clerk 
could call the police on Perez’s phone if he wanted. ■■paid Perez was "mumbling" and she 
had a "hard time" understanding what he was sayingTBj thought Perez may have had a 
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mental issue or he was on drugs. 

uones surmised that something h appene d before she got to the store. |9| said Perez and the 
clerk must have had prior history.said there were two store clerks in the store. One of the 
clerks was an elderly gentlemen. f|9i said the elderly clerk went ou tside and contacted a police 
officer. said Perez walked to the front door of the store. said the officer, (w ho 1 wil l 
hereinafter refer to as Officer Jensen) grabbed Perez and put him on the sid ewalk c urb. 
said Perez was seated two feet directly in front of where her car was parked. 9H said s He was 
still at the register getting her change when Perez was sitting on the curb. 


JHU said she got her change and walked to the fr ont doo r, |9i said she saw Perez face 
down on the groun d "wres tling" with Officer Jensen, 91 said she had a clear line of sight as to 
what w as going on. |HI said Officer Jensen was trying to a rrest P erez and Perez was resisting, 
mi described it "as that fighting time, that's him resistin g." 9H sa 'd she had to step over 
Perez and Officer Jensen in order to get t o her car. walked to her car, got in the driv er's 
seat, and rolled down her window. 99 said Perez was now "r esistin g too much." pgjB 
thought to herself at the time that Perez was goi ng to g et tased. 9H pulled out her cell phone 
and started recording Perez and Officer Jensen. 9H sai d Offic er Jensen had Perez on the 
floor then they ( Officer J ensen and Perez) got to their feet, 9H said p e rez turned slightly 
toward the store. 9H said Officer Jensen a nd Per ez were directly in front of the store door. 
|9| said "Then the officer just shoots him." 91 heard Officer Jensen say "shots fired." 

9M said a male from the taquerria side (eastside) approached Officer Jensenand Officer 
Jensen told him to back up. 9l said Perez stumbled in the stored and fell. |^9 said police 
irs approached from "everywhere" so she drove away because she was scared. 

I asked ^91 "I® it fair to saythe guy walked toward the officer when they got up?" |^9 re P lied 
"I didn't se e him g o towards him at all. I seen him turn." I asked |9I what s ^ e meant when she 
said "turn". ^91 began showing me her cell phone and said "This is the only part I think where 
he (Perez) could have reached for his (Officer Jensen’s) gun. I don't know. I can't r eally tel l still." 
Inspector Holcomb, who was also in the office said he could show us the videos on 99 Pbone 
on a computer. 

I aske d 9H if anyone else was in the car with her. said n o one else was in the car. 

told me there were ot her people in front of the store. |^9 said she saw anothe r "guy" 
videoing the incident, told me she did her video recording on "Snapshot" ^91 said 
Snapshot only records in ten second segments. s aid afte r a ten second segment is 
complete, you have to click on another screen to post it. 9H said s he did not think the officer 
was going to shoot. 

Note: w as des cribing why she did not capture more of the incident, 91 showed me the 

first vid eo clip. 9H then showed me the second video clip and sa id "Thi s is after he.shot him." 

1 asked where the video c lips go when she posts them. I told 9flf 1 ^ not k now 
anything about Snapshot. 9HI demonstrated how to do a recording on her phone. B9I 
began a recording and referred to a red timer on the screen of her phone that begin s and e nds 
the ten second re cording time. After the video completed during her demonstration, 
clicked on "store." HH described Snapshot as being like Facebook, but video Facebook. 99 
,aid the video clips that she posts other people can "view delete" after a certain amount of time. 


asked 


what she meant when she earlier said Perez was "resisting too much." 
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me it was what could be seen in the video. I asked |m if Perez was actively fighting. BBS 
'.id "What l consider ac tively f ighting is I'm fighting you. I thought resisti ng and fighting are two 
uifferent words." I asked Jgju if she heard Officer Jen sen sa y anything, m told me she 
heard Perez mumbling something about wanting to go. also said Perez may have been 
drunk and that's why she thought he may have had a "mental illness." 

BB said s he read about the incident in the newspap er yes terday. H sa >^ "it did not sound 
right." H sa ‘ c * h e was drunk, if still went too far."|Bi said the officer had a taser and 

Perez "didn't have anything." said "He didn't do anything to nobody from what I seen." 
£■ said Perez did "not hurt the officer and the officer was way bigger than the guy." 


(referred backto when Perez was sitting o n the c urb. I asked her if she saw how the 
struggle started. did not se e how it started. told me Perez said "You're not going to 
arrest me," then the fight started. s aid she turned her head for only a split second while 
still in the store to g et her c hange. I asked if she saw how Perez and Off icer Je nsen got 
back on the ground, ^■■replied "The officer put him on the ground." I asked flHif she saw 
that. said "yeatTj(Bi said Officer Jensen had his knee on Perez's backJ^H said she 
did no t know if Officer Jensen was trying to put handcuffs on Perez, but "it took him awhile." 
MBp said Perez was initially on his stomach, but "somehow flipped" onto his back. 

WHM said she turned her back for a "split second" and then there was the "altercation." 
said she used the w ord altercation because by her definition fighting mea nt they were both 
fighting. I told |H some p eople think fighting means you're "toe to toe." said Perez was 
lot hitting the officer. HH said she saw on the website that Perez was fighting then she 
voide d to call because it was going to be the officer's word against the "guy that’s dead." I told 
im that when 1 was using the word fighting, I was meaning it as not complying and resisting.

She said there 
was n o zoom. I asked to estimate how many feet she was from Perez and Officer Jensen. 
HbJ pointed to the door of the office as being about t he same distan ce she was from them. I 
estimated the door to be about 11 or 12 feet away from^^^^m said she was sitting in the 
driver's seat of he r car w hen she took the first video. H^Jgotoutof the car when she recorded 
the second video, described how she stood on the interior door frame of her car and 
recorded the second video over her car. 


said there were other people in front of the store when the shooting happened, 
you can hear in one of the video clips where Officer Jensen tells so meone to get back. ■■ 
said you can also hear a lady saying "there’s kids in the car officer." (■jj^stimated there were 
about 5 or 6 people on the right side of the officer, near the "nail shopT(((| said there were 
one or two "guys" by the taquerria. 

I aske d if she saw anyone get near Officer J ensen a nd Perez while they were struggling. 

said someone came up and "touched them." t old me she thought the individual was 
ying to help the officer, but the officer told him to get back. said the male was wearing 

E js and may have been Hispanic or Asian. H| said ma l e was ^8 to 25 years old. 
said she saw the male approach them when she was walking out of the store. 
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sked HB to describ e the store and what occurs there on a daily basis. HB sa '^ there are 
nequen t loitere rs, also said there a re man y drug users that hang out there and in th e area. 
I asked ■■ if she was from Richmond. flHsaid she is from south Richmond. I asked^HI 
if she had ever seen Perez before that da'^^^B told me she had not seen him. I ask ed mfEjT 
what type of car she drives. |^BI told me she owns a sa >d she 

"took off as soon as the second officer arrived and par ked rig ht next to herBBsaid she was 
scared and did not want to "get caught up in anything." ^^B said her grandmother talked her 
into coming forward. 

I askedHK how long Officer Jensen and Perez were " tussling" before she turned her camer a 
on. ^^Jreplied "a minute, two minutes." ( askedBBI where he r phon e was located. BBI 
said the phone was on the center console connected to a charger. said she put the 
merchandise she bought in the car and grabbed the phone and started recording. I asked BBS 
what she had to do to access the recording feature. demon strated how she has to type in 
her password, hit the reco rding ic on, then hit the recording button. |^B said she then has to hit 
a button to post t he vide o. BB sa ‘^ if the video is not posted, you don't have the video 
anymore. I asked BB to describe in detail the time fram es of th e event from the start, to when 
she drove away. This line of questioning was confusing to 

• a sked BBI where she went when she drove away, BB said s he went to her "play sister’s" 
house. I asked ^Bi if she thought Perez was dru nk. Pe rez said she believed Perez had a 
mental illn ess and may have been a "crack head." BBI said Pe rez was mumbling, but not 
stumbling, BB sa jd S he t hought Perez wanted something from th e store, but did not have 
oney to pay for it. 1 asked BBIdescribe his demeanor. BB said Perez was "n ot doin g 
anything" except being a littl e rude because she was in front of him in the cashier line. ^^B said 
that was when the clerk told BBI he wasgoing to call the police, and when Perez dialed 911 on 
his phone, and showed it to the clerk^BBi took this to mean Perez was tel ling the clerk to go 
ahead and call the police. I asked BBP^ many clerks were in the store. BB said there 
were two clerks in the store. 


iSjiB said one of her clerk s from Waimart told her she was on the news. |^B vie wed th e news 
clip on the internet. I asked BB w hat s ^ e t hought about the news video she saw. |BI said 
that was what really made her call the police. BB sa >d the video she saw did not show a lot, so 
she wanted to provide more information. 

I asked ^^B if her car was facing toward Carlson or San Pa blo Av enue. ^B said her car was 
facing toward San Pablo Avenue directly in front of the store. BB sa 'd there were no 
obstructions blocking her view of Officer Jensen and Perez. 


a itor Soler asked BBI if she saw what Perez did wit h his phone after he left the store. 

s aid she did not know. Inspector Soler asked BB is she saw Perez reach around Officer 
Jensen. BBI said s ^ e was in her car. B^^said Tm not going to say he did reach for it and 
I'm not going to say he didn't reach foriP^BB then said she did not see Perez reach for Officer 
Jense n's gun. Inspector Soler asked BBT^Perez was holding onto Officer Jensen’s arms. 
Hi sa id P erez was holding onto the officer beca use he was trying to keep the officer from 
outting the handcuffs on hi m. Insp ector Soler asked BBI where Officer Jensen and Pe rez were 
/hen the shots were fired. |BI said they were directly in front of the store door. said 

Officer Jensen was positioned on the left side of the store door and Perez was on the right side 
of the door. 
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les thoug ht she heard four shots. also believes she sa w four shots fired. Inspector 
ooler asked how Officer Jensen was hol ding the gun out. demonstrated how Officer 
Jensen held the gun out with his arm extendedjp| said Officer Jensen and Perez were about 
three f eet away from each other at that timeJ^H^'^ Perez's movement was toward the store. 

said Perez was shot in the ch est. IBsaid Officer Jensen and Perez wer e both s tanding 
up when the shots were fired. said she has never seen anyone shot before. m said 
she has been having trouble sleeping since the incident 

I asked |H if there was an ything else she wan ted to talk about, m said s he ^ ac j no more 
information. I thanked for her cooperation. |Hi was t o notify us if she comes 
across any other information related to this incident. This concluded statement to us.

0032 hours 

While at home, l received a phone call from Lieutenant Tirona. I learned of an officer 
involved shooting that occurred at Uncle Sam's Liquor Store, located at 3322 Cutting 
Boulevard. Lieutenant Tirona requested I contact the.On-Call detective team and have 
them respond for an investigation. After notifying my team members of the call-out, I 
responded to Richmond. 

0150 hours 

1 arrived at 3322 Cutting Boulevard. East and westbound lanes of Cutting Boulevard had 
been cordoned off with crime scene tape at Carlson Boulevard to the west and S. 35 th 
Street to the east. Upon arrival I met with Lieutenant Tirona who was on scene. While 
there I learned the following information. 

Officer Jensen was conducting a security check at Uncle Sam's Liquor. While conducting 
+ his check, he encountered a male subject, later identified as Richard Perez. Some type of 
struggle ensued, and Officer Jensen fired 3 rounds from his firearm, striking Perez. Perez 
was located face down inside the liquor store. Additional officers cordoned off the area, 
sequestered Officer Jensen and made notifications. Witnesses located by patrol officers 
upon their arrival had been transported to the station awaiting follow-up interviews by 
detective personnel. 

0230 hours 

A briefing was conducted at the RPD line-up room. Assignments were given to personnel 
conducting this investigation with teams of investigators from RPD and the Contra Costa 
District Attorney's Office. 

0430 hours 

I responded to Uncle Sam's Liquor Store and met with »$ friends 

with the owners and employees of the store and was familiar with their surveillance 
equipment. He had responded at their request to assist us with obtaining the video 
dotage contained in the unit. was ab ' e to obtain the video footage from the 

unit, a LOREX brand, EC02 DVR surveillance device. The system is attached to cameras 
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within the business, one of which has an angle out the front doors and onto the sidewalk. 

he system is not connected to an externally mounted camera in front of the business 
which is inoperative. ^HHHI C0 Pied a portion of the video footage to a thumb drive, 
which was turned over to Detective Esparza for inclusion with his case file. The footage 
obtained at the time was a short clip just prior to and after the shooting. 


0814 hours 

Detective Garda authored an affidavit in support of a search warrant to seize the DVR 
surveillance system previously mentioned in this supplement. This affidavit was presented 
to the Honorable Judge Canepa of the Superior Court who authorized the seizure. 


0830 hours 

Detective Garcia and I responded to Uncle Sam's and seized the DVR equipment and 
power cord. 1 returned to the police department with the device to be booked into 
evidence. 


•> 2 October 2014 

following this shooting investigation I was contacted by Captain Gagan. While speaking 
with him, i learned that Perez's spoke at an event publicly 

concerning her^^H- recounted statements Perez had made that he 

would be killed before his next birthday and it might occur at the hands of the police. 
Captain Gagan provided me witl 
calls back and forth we spoke on October 2 nd . A portion of this phone conversation was 
recorded and a copy is included with this supplemental report. The CD was turned over to 
Detective Esparza for inclusion with his case file and marked with evidence #1329-1 for 
record keeping purposes. A portion of statement is summarized below.

She categorized this as the beginning of the end 
for her Perez couldn't seem to catch a break and was quite disappointed. He was 

then he was arrested for a DUI and self-sabotaged. After the DUi, he shot a gun off at the 
family business/shop located on Spring Street where he had been living. This firearms 
discharge resulted in his arrest by RPD, documented under case 14-11876. 
said the more he was 1 harassed, he continued to screw his life up. 

I asked why Perez was at the yard on Spring Street where the shooting happened. mBH 
H M said her nephew's mother liked her house perfect and he couldn't continue staying 
there. For approximately one year, Perez actually lived with them. When Perez began to 
"Self-sabotage", he would get angry and lose his temper. Out of concern for their other 
family members, her husband told him he had to leave due to this behavior.

On 9/14/14, at approximately 0130 Hrs, 1 was called in to v/ork by Sgt Smith who advised an RPD officer had 
^een involved in a shooting at Uncle Sam's Market in the 3300 block of Cutting Blvd, 

Upon my arrival, i was paired with Inspector Trujillo from the Contra Costa District Attorney's Office, 
inspector Trujillo and I were assigned to conduct the death notification as well as to obtain the statements of 
the RFD and AMR personnel who responded to the scene. 


Inspector Trujillo and I located the deceased parents at 
Trujillo's report for the details. I booked a CD-R copy of the audio into evidence.

At approximately 0545 Hrs, Inspector Trujillo and I responded to 4801 Bayview, the location of RFD Engine 
64, as this was the crew that responded to the shooting scene. Upon our arrival, we contacted Noah 
Brownlow, Jacob Brownlow and Carolyn Conry. 

Both Noah and Jacob Brownlow arrived on scene ahead of Conry as she drives separately. They advised that 
they responded to a shooting call and upon their arrival, found the patient and AMR staff inside the store. 
AMR had already been treating the deceased subject and advised RFD that the patient was not viable. 

Neither Noah or Jacob heard any statements made by the patient or observed any signs of consciousness, 
breathing or other sign of life prior to AMR staff advising the patient was deceased. Refer to the CD-R disk of 
the recorded statements for complete details. I booked the CD-R disk into evidence. 

Conry stated that as she arrived slightly behind the Brownlows, by the time she arrived at the patient she 
found AMR staff already removing sensor leads from the patient's body and he appeared lifeless. She also 
advised that she did not hear any statements made by the patient prior to learning the patient was deceased. 

At approximately 0620 Hrs, Inspector Trujillo and I responded to the AMR office at 865 Marina Bay Pkwy, 

Suite 35. We met with Zachary Tyson in the driveway to the rear of the office. Tyson stated the following in 
summary: 

fyson stated that they responded to a shooting call and while en route they were advised to stage out of the 
area. Once they arrived were told to go right in to the patient. Tyson advised that upon entering the store, 
they found the patient lying supine on the floor and Tyson began his checks. He checked for breathing at the 
chest, pulse at the carotid artery and hooked up the cardiac monitor but had negative results and 
pronounced the patient deceased. I asked if there had been a resuscitation attempt and Tyson said there was 
not. When 1 asked why, Tyson said he located two gunshot wounds to the patient, one near the bellybutton 
and one in the left chest area near the nipple. Tyson advised that these wounds coupled with the lack of 
heart rate, did not fit the county protocol for resuscitation. 

1 asked if during Tyson's initial approach, there was signs of last minute consciousness or statement being 
made and he said, "Nothing.” He added that the patient was pale and there was blood around him. Tyson 
added that there were at least two bystanders in the area but he heard nothing stated by them. Refer to the 
CD-R disk of the recorded statements for complete details. 1 booked the CD-R disk into evidence. 

On 9/17/14, at approximately 1730 Hrs, I responded back to 865 Marina Bay Pkwy Suite 35, where I contacted 
Alexander Lawton. Lawton was Zachary Tyson's partner when they responded to the shooting scene on 
9/14/14. Lawton gave me the following statement in summary: 

Lawton stated that they responded from the Marina By Pkwy office to a call of a shooting. Upon entering the 
crime scene, he observed a spent shell casing on the ground outside of the store. As he entered the store, he 
observed a blood trail to where the patient was lying on his back. Lawton stated that his partner was the lead 
tech so he operated the monitor. He said the patient didn't look like he was breathing at all and he could see 
blood on the left side of his chest and arm pit. The patient's head was back, eyes were dilated and fixed, and 
he looked very pale. Lawton said he connected the monitor to the patient and his partner checked the carotid 
artery and they eventually pronounced him deceased. 

asked Lawton if when they first made contact with the patient, were there any residual signs of 
consciousness or were there any statements made. Lawton said, "None at all.” I asked if there was any sign 
of heart activity when they hooked up the monitor and he said there was one "PEA” which is an electrical 
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signal but not an actual pulse. There was no attempt to resuscitate. He added that after pronouncing the 
patient deceased, he observed two bullet wounds. One to the patient’s abdomen and one the "3rd or 4th mid 
xilary." Refer to the CD-R disk of the recorded statements for complete details. I booked the CD-R disk into 
/idence. 
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September 14^ 2014: 

,if approximately O037hrs I was contacted by Sgt. Smith at my residence. He informed me 
there had been an officer involved shooting at Uncle Sam’s Liquor Store and I was to assist 
in the investigation. I arrived at the police department within an hour of being called and 
attended a briefing. The briefing was conducted by Lt. Tirona and DDA Senior 
Investigator Paul Mulligan. I was assigned to interview several witnesses along with 
Inspector Dave Lewellyn. 

At 0300hrs I met with Wit. She was with an officer inside the interview room on 

the first floor. This particular interview room does not have video recording capabilities. 
The following statemen t was c aptured on a digital voice recorder and then transferred to a 
compact disc (1220-1). stated she drove to the Uncle Sam’s Liquo rs to g et some 
Motrin. As she pulled to the curb directly in front of Nancy’s Nail Shop, saw two 

people on the ground in an apparent fight. She said the nail salon is directly next door to 
the liquor store. 

Initially, she thought the two people fighting were typical drug-type people who she usually 
sees out in front of the store. As she neared the front door; however, she saw that one of 
them was a Richmond Police officer. |H said the officer was on one knee “tussling” 
with a male who. was on the ground. She described the officer’s action as trying to control 
me movement of the person on the ground since he was flailing his arms and spinning 
around on his side. 

HU said another vehicle pulled up directly behind her. As she was getting out of her car 
she saw a Hispanic male with a ponytail got out his. He appeared as though he was trying 
to manipulate a cellular phone to videotape the incident. She described how he was 
holding it up in a way similar to how people would use their phone to make a video. 

Another male also got out who had a large build Hispanic male and was wearing a white t~ 
shirt. A female remained in their car along with a very small child. 

As the officer tried to control the person on the ground another male approached from an 
unknown location and knelt down next to them. She described this m ale as “weird 
looking” wearing glasses who also appeared to be very drunk. thought the male on 

the ground and the second person were friends. The officer then tried to direct this male to 
get away. She estimated she saw the officer trying to control the person on the ground for 
approximately two minutes. 


then saw the weird looking male stand up. Tir e offic er then stood up soon afterwards 
nd the two were next to one another for a moment. suddenly became distracted by 

her daughter and turned away from the officer for a moment. She then heard two to three 
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gun shots. T he male friend then began to walk towards her yelling, “My friend’s gonna 
then ducked by her vehicle. 


1 said she eventually got up from the ground and did not see the subject who was 
fighting with the officer anymore. She surmised he crawled into the store. She then saw 
the officer still standing. H| described the officer to have a facial expression as though 
“he was in shock that he had to do that.” The officer then began to command patrons of the 
store to get back inside and directed those outside to remain on the scene. 


IBB mentioned that she recognized the officer involved in the fight. She had a few 
contacts with him and never knew him to be angry. stated he had given her a lot of 
“leeway” in the past and described this as just speaking with her instead of being heavy 
handed. I ensured that her positive police contacts with the officer should not interfere 
with her telling the truth about what she saw. H confirmed that eveiything she has told 
me was the exactly what she remembered and was not influenced by her past experiences 
with the officer. End of interview. 


At 0330hrs we interviewed Wit. This was cond ucted in interview room #2 and 

was captured on digital video system (1220-2) . H was wearing a black and red 
baseball cap with the San Francisco 49’ers emblem on the front, a black shirt and dark 
^ants. He also had a pair of black framed glasses which he told me were prescription and 
must be worn at all times. Refer to Inspector Lewellyn’s report for further information. 

I was directed to contact an individual by the name and interview him. An 

officer contacted him immediately following the incident and his information was provided 
on a field interview card. At 0523hrs Inspector Lewellyn and I met with him at his 
residence. The following interview was captured on a digital voice recorder then 
transferred to a compact disc (1220-3). 

BSwJ said h e went to the liquor s tore on Cutting Blvd alo ng with his cousin, and 
his girlfriend. was a ^ so die vehicle, m went to the store in 

order to purchase some medicine for a sore throat. As they pulled up he noticed two people 
were fighting out front. Initially he thought it was just two citizens, but then saw one of 
them was a police officer. 

recalled the officer was on top of the other person and heard the officer cursing. He 
said the officer was yelling, “Mother fucker get on the ground.” At first the person on the 
ground was moving around, but stopped after the officer told him to do so. then 

mimicked ho w the per son on the ground laid still with his hands slightly raised near his 
head. I asked if he heard the person on the ground say anything. He told me he 

^eard “no, no, no” as the officer reached for his duty firearm. The officer then fired three 
times while the person remained on the ground on his back, while the officer stood directly 
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over Mm. m| also .mentioned he never saw the face of the person who got shot since he 
as on his back with his upper body within the doorway of the liquor store and his lower 
naif outside. 

I then asked if he saw anyone else involved in the fight. He said there were two 

officers on scene during the incident. Immediately after he heard three gunshots, a second 
officer emerged from inside the store and dragged the individual inside. This was the first 
timeBH saw the second officer. He was positive this was a police officer since he was 
wearing the same uniform as the officer that drew his gun and recognized the police badge 
on the uniform, m could not remember the color of either officer’s uniform. 

recalled the officer who shot his gun then began to direct people that were in the 
area to back away. The other officer remained in the store with the guy who got shot, 
m had to remain on the scene until he spoke with one of the responding officers. 

I asked |mi[| about the possibility of his cousin filming the incident on his cellular phone. 
He quic kly responded that his girlfriend had his phone and she never exited the vehicle. 
MMPB said he remembered there were other citizens in the immediate area during the 
shooting. One person was described as a friend of the person who got shot. He was - 
described as being a white male, skinny, approxi mately 18 years of age, wearing a black 
md red baseball cap and black clothing. remembered this person was st anding n ext 

,o the officer during the shooting and he began to cry after the shots were fired. PHBi 
also remembered seeing a black female in the area who may have had a better vantage point 
of the incident than him. End of interview. 

At 0612hrs Inspector Lewellyn and I drove to 21 5 Thomas Driv e in Vallejo to contact 
another possible witness. Upon arrival I met with The following interview

mna and her child. They were in Richmond for her cousins’ one year 
birthday party. Afterwards they stoppe d at the store to purchase some ciga rettes befor e 
dropping off^^H who lived nearby. was living the vehicle and^m^l was 

seated in the right front passenger seat. 

When she approached the liquor store she first saw an officer on top of an individual. This 
person was on the ground and the officer was holding him down. It did not appear he was 
fighting with the officer. She further described the scene by saying the officer had one 
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;cnee on top of the individual and it looked as though he was being arrested. farittl 
mimicked the position the person was in by putting both her hands behind her back. 

Though she did not see any handcuffs on the person, the position he was in made her 
think he was being arrested. 

I asked if she saw the individual on the ground flail his arms around. She told me 
she did not but it did seem he was fighting back since the officer had to restrain him. I also 
asked her if she heard anyone speaking, but she did not. Th e n ext thing she recalled was 
hearing two gunshots. The gunfire occurred just as and were exiting the 

vehicle. then looked up and saw the offi cer “stand b ack.” She no longer saw the 

person who was on the ground, but was told by HIHH that he had run into the store. 

mm sa id she saw only one police officer on the scene during the incident. She was able 
to identify him as an officer by the Richmond Police patch on the shoulder of his uniform. 

I also questioned if she saw anyone else in the immediate area. She described a 

person who she thought was a friend of the person who was initially on the ground. He was 
standing next to the officer during the incident. The Mend looked like a white male in his 
early twenties wearing a black hat and black clothing. There was also a black female who 
pulled up about the same ti me she did. The bl ack female was described as having blond 
hair. It should be noted that HHHiHH matched this description. 

questioned |HI if she had talked with^lHB about the incident later i n the e vening. 
She said th at she h ad, and he had seen the same thing she had just described. did not 

speak with ^^Bsince they dropped him off at his residence after be ing released from the 
scene. I provided my business card and requested she give it to 80 he 

could contact me. End of interview. 

On 09/17/14 at approximately 1420brs I attempted to contact Wit. at his 

residence in Vallejo. There was no answer at the door and I did not see his vehicle in the 
area. 


On 09/18/141 sent a contact letter to through the United States Postal Service. 

As of today ’ s date I have not received a call from him. 
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9/14/14 0035 hrs. 

'esponded to Uncle Sam’s market located at 3322 Cutting Boulevard to assist in investigating 
an officer involved shooting. 

Upon my arrival, I observed shell casings in front of the store. I observed a Hispanic male (later 
identified as Richard Perez) inside the store lying on his back. Perez sustained gunshot wounds 
to his upper body and was deceased. 

I spoke to Ofc. Loucas who was inside the store and he told me that there was video footage of 
Perez and an RPD officer (identified as Ofc. Jensen) in a physical altercation and that there was 
also video footage of Ofc. Jensen subsequently shooting Perez. 

0300 hrs. 

DA Investigator Holcomb and I were assigned to interview the following witnesses associated 
with this incident: 


MM said that he works at a group home in Oakland and got off work around 2330 hrs. H 
said that before going home after getting off of work he stopped off at Uncle Sam’s market in 
Richmond, said that he arrived at Uncle Sam’s market around 0000 - 0015 hrs. 


said that when he got to Uncle Sam’s market, he parked his vehicle and got out. 
said that he saw Perez walking towards the door of the store and an officer was behind Perez. 
J53B said that he did not know where the officer came from, 0HI said that he heard the 
officer tell Perez to stop. said that as he is walking towards the store, he saw the officer 

take Perez to the ground. 


said that Perez was face down the officer was on top of Perez. said that he 

walked around Perez and the officer and he could hear the officer telling Perez, “Stop resisting. 
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employees in the store. 

H§H| said that he was in the back of the store and he came to front of the store and saw the 
officer fighting with Perez. said that Perez was on the bottom and the officer was on top. 
|Hi said that the officer was telling Perez, “Don’t try to fight me.” KH said that Perez was 
able to get up and the officer backed away. HI sa '^ that Perez walked towards the officer then 
took his gun out and fired a shot into the air. WKBffl said that Perez came closer to the officer and 


the officer shot Perez. 


HSIB said that when he heard the first shot, he was guessing the officer was firing straight up in 
the air. HI said that h e saw the officer shoot Perez three times. 


HU said that his eyes are bad because of his diabetes and that he has problems seeing at 
night HI said that he speaks Arabic and would feel more comfortable with someone that 
spoke Arabic. 


said that he was working the register near the back of the store. | 
heard the shots coming from the front of the store but did not see anything, 
did see Perez in the store trying to show him his phone.

On 9/14/14 at approximately 0035 hours, I received a phone call from Sgt Smith advising there had 
been an officer involved shooting. It appeared a RPD officer had been involved and the suspect was 
pronounced deceased at the scene. The shooting was a county call out protocol incident. He requested I 
respond directly to the scene. The location of the shooting was determined to be at Uncle Sam’s liquor 
store (3322 Cutting Blvd). The officer involved was identified as K-9 officer Jensen. 

I contacted RPD dispatch for further information regarding the incident. I was advised Ofc Jensen 
had responded to the location for a security check. Officer Jensen reported shots fired while on scene. A 
Shot Spotter activation registered 3 shots at approximately 0015 hours (log #106468) listing 3401 Cutting 
Blvd as the location. Medical personnel responded (RPD #64 and AMR 218) and declared the subject 
deceased at 0022 hours. 

I arrived on scene at approximately 0110 hours. Upon my arrival, I noted the roadway of Cutting 
Blvd both west and eastbound was sealed off to non-emergency personnel with yellow crime scene tape. 
Additionally Steege Ave and 8.34 th St were also sealed preventing traffic from these streets. I met with 
RPD officers Villalobos and Loucas upon arrival. Sgt Lonso and Lt Whitney were also on scene. 
Additional RPD officers were on scene assigned to traffic control/scene security posts. Sgt Smith and Lt. 
Tirona along with investigators from the Contra Costa District Attorney’s office began arriving on scene. 

I contacted the on-duty CSI (Ofc Marweg). He advised he had responded to the scene and obtained 
initial photographs as well as located and circled evidence. This evidence was identified as expended 
casings, bullet projectiles and a RPD FI card. He cleared the scene and responded to the HO J where he 
took photographs of Ofc Jensen. Refer to CSI Marweg report for further details. 

A briefing at the scene was conducted. It was determined the crime scene was located both in front 
of the liquor store and inside the store. A physical struggle between the officer and the deceased subject 
occurred outside the front doors to the store. The shooting subsequently occurred in front of the store as 
well. After being shot, the subject ran into the store where he collapsed on the floor and died. 

The business was noted to have ample lighting outside the store which was supplemented by exterior 
overhead street lights.

surveillance camera on the exterior of the store which appeared to point towards the front doors. 

The store’s front doors were identified as double glass doors with wrought iron security bars. The 
east door was closed. The west door was opened inwards and appeared to have been propped open. 

Glass windows flanked the front doors and were also noted to have wrought iron security bars. 

Inside the store I observed the remains of a HMA lying on the floor to the left of the front doors. 
There was a trail of blood droplets that began at the threshold of the doorway and traveled east 
approximately 10 feet and terminated into a larger p ool of blo od underneath the deceased individual. The 
deceased individual was identified as Richard Perez 

Inside the store I noted it was well lit and there were security surveillance cameras posted in various 
areas of the store. Officer Loucas advised the surveillance camera mounted outside the store was 
inoperable. A search inside the store yielded no additional items of evidence. 

I cleared the scene at 0200 hours to attend a briefing at the police department. At the briefing I was 
advised the Contra Costa Crime Lab would be responding to process the crime scene. I was requested to 
photograph Ofc Jensen and examine his firearm. 

I. OBSERVATIONS: At approximately 0205 hours, I met with Officer Jensen in the Richmond Police 
Department employee break room. At this time he was in the presence of Officer Diaz. Ofc Jensen was 
wearing his uniform pants but had removed his uniform shirt, vest and utility belt. He advised he had 
previously been photographed by CSI Marweg and was unaware I was going to re-photograph him and had 
dressed down. I asked him to redress for additional photographs. 

Officer Jensen is an assigned K-9 handler with the Richmond Police department. The authorized 
uniform for this unit is the class C uniform which consists of black utility cargo pants and a long sleeve 
shirt. Both the upper arm sleeves bore “Richmond Police” patches. A 7-point, silver colored, star shaped, 
badge (patch) with the wording “Richmond Police officer” was located (sewn on) on his upper left chest 
region. Officer Jensen was additionally noted wearing a utility belt around his waist which was noted to 
have a drop down holster that was secured to his right thigh.

The utility-belt was examined and noted to be of a synthetic nylon material. I did not note any 
visible signs of tearing or scuffing to the material at this time. The following items were noted: open 
magazine holder (with 3 magazines inserted), baton ring, Taser (in holster), radio with attached lapel mike, 
two single handcuff cases, silent key holder, small flashlight, holster attachment (with firearm inside) and 
belt keepers, A leather glove was noted in his rear left pocket. Additionally, a folding pocket knife was 
attached onto his shirt collar. Officer Jensen advised he had removed his K-9’s leash which was 
previously worn looped around his neck/shoulders. I photographed Ofc Jensen and his duty belt at this 
time. 

I examined Officer Jensen’s firearm. The weapon was identified as a .45 caliber Wilson Combat 
model CQB semi-automatic pistol (1911 style). The serial number was WCT21235. The firearm was 
registered to Officer Jensen. The weapon was comprised of black metal frame with a black metal slide. A 
pistol light was attached to the underside of the frame. The thumb safety was found in the “safe” position. 

An ammunition magazine was inserted in the magazine well. I removed the magazine and 
performed a chamber check. I removed one live round from the gun’s chamber. 

The ammunition magazine was examined and identified as a Wilson Combat 45 AGP magazine. The 
maximum capacity of the magazine is 8 rounds. I removed five live .45 caliber rounds of ammunition 
from the magazine. All six rounds of ammunition removed from the chamber and magazine were 
identified as FMJ hollow-point ammunition. All were noted to have white brass casings and all were 
identified with “Winchester 45 auto” head stamps. The maximum capacity for this weapon was nine 
rounds which includes 8 in the magazine and one in the chamber. 

I examined four ammunition magazines Officer Jensen carried on bis person. Three were removed 
from the magazine holder on his utility belt; the fourth was kept inside his left front pocket. All 
magazines were identified as .45 caliber magazines. Three were Wilson Combat 8-round maximum 
capacity magazines (removed from utility belt) the one from the pocket was an aftermarket magazine with 
a 10-round maximum capacity. All magazines were found loaded to maximum capacity and all 
ammunition was identified as Winchester 45 Auto FMJ hollow-point with white brass casings. It did not 
appear as if a reload was performed.

I asked Officer Jensen if lie had a back-up weapon and he advised he did not. I took custody of 
Officer Jensen's firearm at this time. 

I responded back to the crime scene where I met with CCSO crime lab Deputy Sheriff Criminalists 
Eric Collins and Alex Taflya. At this time I turned over custody of Officer Jensen’s firearm to Deputy 
Taflya. Deputy Taflya advised he would be responsible for documenting the shooting scene and collecting 
and retaining custody of evidence located at the scene. I was advised the lab incident report number was 
14-3250-1 (scene). 

At 0500 hours, I contacted the Coroner’s office to report the death of Perez. I spoke with Deputy 
Pryor at this time. He advised autopsy would be scheduled for 9/15/14 at 0900 in Martinez. 

I remained on scene with lab personnel until 0545 hours. I cleared the scene at this time. 

On 9/14/14 at approximately 1300 hours, I received information from Detective Esparza that Officer 
Jensen’s holster needed to be photographed. Detective Esparza had custody of the holster at this time. I 
requested the holster be placed inside an evidence locker in my office (locker #1343). 

On 9/15/14 at 0900 hours, I responded to Martinez to attend the autopsy of Richard Perez. Dr. 
Josselson performed the autopsy and was assisted by S. Jagoda. Deputy Collins from the crime lab was 
present along with District Attorney Investigator Jeff Soler. 

I assisted Deputy Collins with Perez’s clothing removal and wound photography. 

An inventory of his clothing revealed the following items: cell phone, keys, lighter, small rock, 
Richmond PD citation #34-230921 (dated 9/13/14 for DUI and probation violation), and jail property 
booking paperwork (1343-1). I took custody of these items. 

I additionally obtained some photographs of Perez both prior to and after he was washed. It was 
determined Perez was shot three times of which all three shots entered and exited the body. An x-ray of 
the body revealed no outstanding bullets inside. It appears two out of the three rounds fired were 
accounted for at the crime scene. Refer to Deputy Collins autopsy report for further information (14-3250- 
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The autopsy concluded at approximately 1110 hours. Refer to Dr Josselsoh final autopsy report for 
full details. 

I advised Deputy Collins I would return to the scene and attempt to locate the third bullet. 


At 1145 hours I returned to 3322 Cutting Blvd in an attempt to locate the third outstanding bullet. 
Officer Lopez assisted me at this time. I performed a grid search of the eastbound lanes of Cutting Blvd 
from Steege Ave to Carlson Blvd (3300 block). I additionally searched the sidewalk and curb areas in the 
3300 block of Cutting Blvd. An inspection of the exterior walls of the liquor store was negative in 
identifying any impact strikes to the stucco exterior or windows. The location of the third bullet was 
unknown at this time hut it appears it did not strike the building of 3322 Cutting Blvd or the east wall of 
3318 Cutting Blvd (Nancy’s Nails). 

I contacted RPD dispatch and asked if there had been any reports of gunfire damage reported in the 
area of Carlson/Cutting Blvd in the last 24 hours. I was advised none had been reported. I advised Deputy 
Collins of this information. 

At approximately 1240 hours, I returned to the HOJ where I met with District Attorney Holcombe. 

He requested Perez’s cell phone for further investigation. At this time I removed the cell phone from the 
property envelope and turned over custody of the phone to him (1343-1A). The remaining items were 
hooked into RPD evidence. 

On 9/16/14 at 0900 hours, I responded to the County Crime lab where I took custody of Officer 
Jensen’s firearm. Criminalist Deputy Taflya advised he had completed the necessary ballistic testing on 
the weapon. I took custody of the firearm (contained within a sealed gun box) at this time (1343-2). I was 
additionally provided with two CD’s which contained all of the crime lab photographs. The photographs 
were uploaded to the RPD server and the original CD’s hooked into RPD evidence (1343-3). 

I located an RPD evidence hag inside my office evidence locker #1343 which contained Ofc Jensen’s 
holster. The holster had been removed from the officer’s utility belt. It was identified as a Safaxiland 
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Assault on peace officer

brand thigh attachment holster (1343-4). The holster was comprised of a hard black plastic piece that 
molded to the curve of the leg. The actual firearm holster was attached to the front of this plastic piece.

4411. I could not identify the level of retention the holster was certified for. A 511 brand sheathed knife 
was also attached to one of the leg straps. 


I photographed the holster and packaged it for booking. 

I additionally photographed Ofc Jensen’s utility belt. The belt and its contents were photographed. 
The utility belt was not booked as evidence and returned to the officer. 

I advised Sgt Smith I had completed my evidentiary work in regards to this on-going investigation. 
Evidence was hooked into RPD evidence lockers. Any additional evidence requests would be documented 
in a supplement report if needed.

At the RPD station, this BFA 
verbally id entified hers elf to me as being Katria HBHI who provided me with the following statement in 
summary. 1^^ stated that at the time of this shooting, she had been in this store for approximafe|y3minutes 
to purchase a beer, when she heard "scuffling" and "confusion" just outside of this store. I then asked |^HHH 
elaborate on what this meant, and she described what she heard as people "wrestling on the ground"; however, she 
could not see what was going on from the inside o f this store, as there were shelves that were blocking her view. 
During this "scuffling" and "confusion", HHH then heard three gunshots, so she immediately laid onto the 
ground, and heard someone say "Aww fuck, he shot me!" Once everything appeared to have calmed down, 
EmmmmW then saw that a person who she identified as "Petey" was now laying on the ground inside of this store.

Paramedic Zach Tyson was providing medical aid to a 
Hispanic male adult, later positively identified as (S) Perez J ust inside the front doors to the 

store. (S) Perez was apparently suffering from gunshot wounds fired by (V) Officer Jensen. (S) Perez and 
was lying on the ground with his head facing east just inside the glass double door entrance. (See 
supplemental reports) 

Paramedic Tyson pronounced (S) Perez deceased at 0022 hours. After securing the scene, several witnesses 
were located and contacted. (V) Officer Jensen was transported from the scene and sequestered by Officer 
E. Melgoza#1683.

Your affiant says the facts in support of the issuance of the search warrant are as follows: 

i, Detective Daniel Garcia - 1360, am a sworn police officer employed by the Richmond 
Police Department. I have been a sworn police officer for 16 years. I am currently assigned 
as a detective to the Richmond Police Department’s Criminal Investigations Division / 
Robbery and Homicide Unit. My primary duties are to conduct investigations associated with 
robbery, homicide, and ADW. 

I have received formal training from and attended the following schools: The Alameda County 
Sherriffs Office Basic Police Academy, Search Warrant Preparation, Interview and 
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interrogation, Sexual Assault Investigation, Domestic Violence Investigation, and Officer 
Involved Domestic Violence Investigations. During the course of my career, I have assisted 
and investigated over a dozen domestic Violence, Elder Abuse, robbery, and homicide 
reiated cases and have interviewed over 100 people to include victims, witnesses, and 
suspects involved or associated with these crimes. 1 have conducted over a dozen 
investigations regarding theft from retail stores using digital video surveillance. 

On 9/14/14 at approx. 0035 hrs. I responded to Uncle Sam's market located at 3322 Cutting 
Boulevard to assist in an officer involved shooting. 

Upon my arrival, i observed shell casings in front of the store. I observed a Hispanic male 
(later identified as Richard Perez) inside the store lying on his back. Perez sustained gunshot 
wounds to his upper body and was deceased. 

i spoke to Ofc. Loucas who was Inside the store and he told me that there was video footage 
of Perez and an RPD officer (identified as Ofc. Jensen) in a physical altercation and that 
there was also video footage of Ofc. Jensen subsequently shooting Perez. 

i watched the video of Ofc. Jensen’s altercation and subsequent shooting of Perez from the 
DVR located at 3322 Cutting Blvd: 1 spoke to Ofc. Loucas about copying the digital videos 
from the DVR and Ofc. Loucas said that files copied from the DVR may not play on a different 
computer because of the special software installed on the store’s DVR. 

Based upon my training and experience 1 know that retail stores use surveillance videos to 
monitor the interior and exterior areas of the business.! know that the videos are stored on a 
DVR and that proprietary software is incorporated into the DVR and is needed to play stored 

digital videos. It is my opinion that the Lorex Brand Digital Video Recorder (DVR) System - 
Model EC02 located inside 3322 Cutting Boulevard contains the digital videos of the case i 
am investigating.
